Creation of men and women in Quran and hadiths 


In one of my posts on Facebook: “Is there a difference between the creation of Adam 
and that of Jesus,” I said that I will be coming with the creation of men in the Quran. 


Men and women, in the Quran, are mentioned in two phases: 


1. Adam as first man created on earth. 
2. The creation of men as a whole. 


There are many verses which are supposed to have been revealed concerning the creation 
of the two. In hadiths, we have a third creation, that of women. I already mentioned the 
creation of Adam in a separate post and I will mention the creation of women in a coming 
post. But before, I would like to tell you that if you read this article with open mind, open 
heart, and objectivity, it is then that you will find clear contradictions and inconsistencies 
in the creation of men and women. 


We understand that we have been created from Adam, as taught by the Quran and 
authentic hadiths and there are differences in this. The verses mentioning this creation are 
ambiguous: 


4/1: O mankind, fear your Lord, who created you from one soul and created from it its 
mate and dispersed from both of them many men and women. 


6/98: And it is He who produced you from one soul. 


7/189: It is He who created you from one soul and created from it its mate that he 
might dwell in security with her. 


39/6: He created you from one soul. Then He made from it its mate, and He produced 
for you from the grazing livestock eight mates. 


These verses are ambiguous because: 


1. God created all man from one soul. Who was that soul? Adam? If He created all 
from a single soul, then it suffices to say that there was no need to create from 
eleven elements, isn’t it? This is the first step of creation. 


2. Then from that soul He created its partner (wife) or mate. In Arabic, the word 
“zawj” may mean “partner, male or female.” Accordingly, here “zawj” means a 
female partner (Eve). But God uses “and” which means “after” He created them 
all then He created their mates. However, in hadiths, we learn that Eve was 
created with a “rib.” From which “rib” did God create her, from the “rib” of 
Adam? We will discuss this issue separately. 


3. How many men and women did He disperse from the two, Adam and Eve? Are 
the billions of men and women still emanating from the two? Do we not know 
how a baby is created in the womb of his/her mother? 


4. What is also ambiguous, is what the hadiths mention on the creation of men: 


The Prophet said: 
You are sons of Adam, and Adam came from dust (Abu Dawood: 42/5097). 


And people are all the children of Adam, and Adam was from dust (Jami’ at- 
Tirmidhi: 1/3955, 3956, 5/3270). 


But was Adam created really from dust only? 


We understand that, according to the Quran and hadiths, we are created from Adam. 
Nevertheless, there are many differences between him and us. Let us see with how many 
“raw materials” God created men and thus Adam: 


1. Twin (mud, clay, argil, dirt, dust, dust soggy with water, mud that settle at the 


bottom of water, thick mud) or sulalat min twin (extract from clay) (breed, 
dynasty, strain, lineage, descendant, race, bloodline, line, descent, ancestry, 
subspecies, species, stock, progeny, offspring, genealogy, family, origin, pedigree, 


parentage, clan):

These are the elements in the Quran from which God created men. Now, if we want to 
understand what is happening between the chronological order (order of God’s 
revelation) and the classification of the chapter by Mahomet, without any authority from 
God himself, we have to study the table below. However, it may appear that the subject is 
out of context; nevertheless, it is worth mentioning it here for cognisance:

Having seen the table above, with the differences that exist between chronological orders 
of the chapters (God’s orders) and the classification of Mahomet, which, according to me, 
had no authority, we have to pose the following questions:

1. From where did we obtain the chronological order of the chapters and who 
decided this? Is there a hadith or a narrative somewhere which proves these 
chronological orders? 


2. From where did we get the classification of the chapters by Mahomet and how 
had he decided this? Is there a hadith or a narrative somewhere which proves 
these classifications of Mahomet?

But I doubt that someone 
from somewhere can do so! 


So we see that Mahomet had contested the orders of God and made his own orders or 
classifications. It is as if he said: God has wrongly attributed numbers to the chapters 
of the Quran and I have to put it in the right orders! Am I right? 


Now we return to the verses on the creation of man: 


1. 


18/31: God mentioned first turab (earth, soil, dust, fine powder), then sperm. 
How did He do that? Even if He inverted the process, still it will be ambiguous 
and impossible. Did God really create man with these elements? 


. 22/5: According to God, the creation of man knows these processes, but we know 


that to have a fetus, there must be the fusion of a sperm and an ovule (produced 
by the ovary of a woman). But then did God say: formed and unformed — what is 
this? 


It is good to remind you that we have dictionaries of the Quran. Translators found 
it good to invent these dictionaries. Then, when a word of the Quran is not found 
in the normal dictionary, or has a different meaning, they refer to the Quran 
dictionaries. But who invented these dictionaries? Did the Quran contain 
incomprehensible words that need to be explained by a dictionary? Yes, of course, 
it contains many incomprehensible and foreign words! 


25/54: What does God mean by this verse? Does He mean that there must be 
water in order to have fertilization with the ovule (produced by the ovary of the 
female)? When we analyze the particles and composition of a sperm, we have: 


Semen (producing sperms) contains citric acid, free amino acids, fructose, 
enzymes, phosphorylcholine, prostaglandin, potassium, and zinc. 


e 46 to 80 per cent of the fluid is produced by the seminal vesicles; 
e 13 to 33 per cent by the prostate gland; 

e 5 percent from the testicles and epididymis; 

e 2-5 percent from Bulbourethral and urethral glands. 


If you want, you can check on the medical aspect on the Internet. 


There is no mention that it contains water according to what we obtained when 
analyzing the composition. We have all these other components but no water. But 
God said that men were created with water (one of the eleven elements that He 
mentioned). 


The strange thing is that God did not mention the ovary and the ovule produced 
by the woman. Nowhere in the Quran God mentioned the fecundation or fusion of 
the sperm and the ovule. However, we see that He mentioned the wombs, a place 
of residing, safe lodging; place of safety, See 2/228; 3/6; 3/35; 4/1; 6/143; 6/144; 
13/8; 16/78; 22/5; 23/13; 31/34; 39/6; 53/32; the sexual or private parts of 
women: 21/91; 24/31. 


God never mention the ovary/ovule of a woman. Why? Is it due to forgetfulness? 
But God says that he never forgets: 


19/64: And your Lord is never forgetful... 


4. 53/32: If people say that we have been created from Adam and Adam was from 
turab, this means that there was no need for sperm and ovule in that case. But 
how can we be from him when God says that men/women are created from 
sperm? God should have created us also from turab and then He should have said: 
Be and here we are! 


Can anyone say that man has been created from dust or all these raw materials 
that I have mentioned? Today, we know for sure that a sperm and an ovule 
merged together give a fetus which becomes a baby, then a child, then an 
adolescent, then an adult and then an old man or woman. But from where did all 
these raw materials come from? Have you asked yourselves the following 
question: Did God really create this fetus or is it the creation of a sperm of a man 
and an ovule of a woman? It is hard to believe that God, who is Magnificent, has 
created us from all these materials! I think that there is bluff in this matter! 


5. 55/14; 76/2: With what has the sperm mixed? The Quran is silent on this mixture, 
that is why the commentators of the Quran say that it is a mixture of sperm and 
ovule. Is it true that the word “mixture” means ovule? Why does the Quran not 
mention it clearly as it mentioned the sperm? 


6. So we see that God has used all these raw materials to create man. But can we 
believe in this? This is because science has proved that — and we know it well — 
the creation of man is from the fusion of a sperm and an ovule, nothing more than 
that? Now, if you have a distorted mind, or you are mentally or morally distorted, 
you are not using it and you say that it is possible that God created man with all 
these materials in the past but today there has been evolution and everything has 
changed, then I will say that you are totally confused or were confused. 


Now it’s up to you to decide!
